Congratulations  to  Simcha  Kuritzky  for  his  outstanding  “Best  of 
Show”  exhibit  at  the  National  Money  Show  in  Denver  in  mid-May.  His 
award  was  for  ‘Numismatic  Polygons.’  Kuritzky  culled  many  coins  from 
a  world  type  set  that  he  has  since  sold,  and  by  doing  additional  research 
into  world  coin  catalogs.  “I  wanted  to  present  the  widest  possible  variety 
of  coins  -  there  are  coins  from  countries  all  over  the  world,”  he  said.  It’s 
conceivable  that  there  might  be  other  coins  with  many  sides.  I  ended  up 
buying  a  15-sided  coin  made  in  United  Arab  Emirates  for  the  exhibit.” 

Other  LASAC  members  winning  awards  at  the  show  were  Neal  B.  Hatgi, 
who  took  a  third  for  his  ‘Common  and  Uncommon  Elements,’  in  Class  4 
(exhibits  showing  material  linked  by  design,  such  as  elephants  or  bridges, 
or  by  theme,  such  as  a  world’s  fair);  John  Wilson  who  placed  second  for 
his  exhibit  in  Class  2  (Economics)  for  “Wooden  Depression  Scrip  of 
Blaine,  Washington,”  and  his  wife  Nancy  took  third  in  Class  5  (The  Arts) 
with  “Electricity:  1896  Style.” 

Simcha  also  sent  in  a  correction  for  his  article  in  earlier  issues  of 
The  Silver  Bugle.  He  writes,  “1  didn’t  notice  in  the  last  issue,  but  you  used 
the  title  from  my  first  article  for  the  next  one.  The  article  in  the  February 
and  April  issues  was  ‘Chaim  Gross  Ten  Commandment  Medals.’

1  his  past  weekend  was  the  three  day  spring  Michigan  State 
Numismatic  Show.  It  was  held  at  the  Dearborn  Hyatt  Regency  Hotel 
and  Convention  Center.  To  say  that  there  was  not  a  lot  of  traffic  would 
be  an  understatement.  It  could  have  been  because  of  the  weather 
which  was  really  nice  one  day,  and  then  turned  cool  and  rainy  the 
next.  Or  it  could  be  the  result  of  the  economic  conditions  that  still 
exist  in  Michigan.  Or  it  could  have  just  been  an  aberration  that  the 
planets  didn’t  align  correctly,  but  it  couldn’t  have  happened  at  a  more 
inopportune  time  for  me  because  I  needed  to  sell  some  things  to  help 
cover  the  cost  of  some  major  home  improvements/emergencies. 

I  shared  a  table  with  Robert  Williams  who  is  a  tokens  and 
medals  dealer.  Because  he  is  kind  enough  to  let  me  share  his  table,  I 
try  not  to  bring  any  medals  or  tokens  that  would  compete  with  his 
inventory.  In  the  past,  I  have  brought  silver  related  items,  whether 
they  are  rounds,  bars,  oddities,  foreign,  or  whatever  I  think  the  public 
might  be  interested  in  buying.  This  time  was  no  different. 

You  know  you  are  in  trouble  when  you  start  digging  out  the 
oddities  and/or  rarities  that  you,  as  a  collector,  swore  would  be  the  last 
things  you  would  sell.  Some  of  the  things  I  took  to  sell  were  an  album 
of  round  Olympic  Winter  Games  .999  medals,  Marshall  Islands-Space 
and  Exploration  rounds  .999  AR,  Cayman  Islands-Kings  of  England  in 
silver  and  gold,  Turks  and  Caicos-Enameled  Hummingbird  silver  and 
gold  rounds,  South  African  K-Rands  5oz.  Commemoratives,  Papua 
New  Guinea  Birds  of  Paradise  set  in  silver  and  gold,  a  2  piece  Isiah 
Thomas  of  the  Detroit  Pistons  .999  AR  set  in  its  own  holder,  Pirates  of 
the  Caribbean  set,  and  more  and  more  and  more.  You  get  the  idea. 

Now  for  those  of  you  that  live  in  the  country  and  have  a  septic 
tank  and  septic/leach/drainage  bed,  you  know  that  those  are  things 
that  you  don’t  want  to  go  bad  or  get  plugged  up  because  when  they 
do,  you  are  in  deep  doo-doo,  both  literally  and  figuratively.  When  we 
built  our  house,  we  built  on  sand  with  nothing  but  lots  of  sand  and 
sand  burrs.  So,  we  planted  grass,  then  a  few  shrubs,  then  a  few  trees 
(elms  and  maples),  then  37  years  passed  and  we  couldn’t  Hush  a  toilet 
without  getting  a  basement  full  of ....,  well,  you  know.  So  among  the 
items  I  took  to  sell  were  some  “Adult”  bars/rounds  as  they  are  listed 
in  the  guidebook.  1  figured  that  they  were  unusual  and  I  had  never 
seenany  on  the  bourse  floor  in  the  past.  Also,  Bob  has  some  Seated 
Liberty  dollars  that  have  been  carved  into  what  some  call  “Pott)'  Dol- 
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lars”  (think  of  Hobo  nickels,  only  Liberty  is  seated  on  a  commode). 

He  keeps  them  in  a  special  folder  and  only  brings  them  out  for  the 
collectors  that  ask  for  them.  1  brought  these  adult  bars  thinking  that 
they  would  sell  quickly  and  with  a  premium  that  was  above  what 
most  dealers  were  selling  common  .999  AR  bars/ rounds.  This  would 
have  been  a  great  idea  except  that  one  of  the  old  regular  dealers  had 
passed  away  and  a  new  dealer  was  set  up  in  his  place.  Of  course,  this 
dealer  came  loaded  with  silver  .999  rounds/bars  and  ADULT  oriented 
material.  1  know  many  of  you  are  not  interested  in  this  kind  of  mate¬ 
rial,  but  it  does  carry  more  of  a  premium  for  those  collectors  that  do. 

Also,  it  has  its  own  category  in  Archie’s  books.  I  had  the  Chinese  nude 
rounds  with  the  year  of  the  dog,  monkey,  tiger,  etc.  1  had  the  Zodiac 
Beauties  rounds  from  the  Connnoiseurs  Club-limited  edition.  I  had 
the  “Ribald  Classics  of  the  Master  Artists”  by  the  same  mint.  I  had 
Marilyn  Monroe  in  a  round  and  bar  form,  Crown  Mint  Beauties,  and 
Holiday  Beauties  in  bar  forms,  the  World  Wide  Mint-Marilyn  Mon¬ 
roe,  the  Dr.  Peeper’s  12  month  Fitness  Program,  the  USSC-  Women’s 
Liberation  bar,  and  the  Sailor’s  Dream- 1973  by  the  Mother-Lode  Mint, 
plus  others.  This  other  dealer  had  1  oz.  up  to  10  oz.  and  larger  bars  and 
rounds  with  adult  content  on  them.  There  was  no  way  I  could  compete 
with  all  of  the  inventory  he  had  showing  in  his  case,  so  I  didn’t  sell 
any  of  my  “Adult”  material.  (The  main  reason  was  I  didn't  think  they 
should  be  on  public  display  with  children  walking  the  bourse  floor,  but 
I  guess  I’m  just  too  old  fashioned  for  this  day  and  age.)  He  did  have 
one  of  the  most  interesting  rounds  1  have  ever  seen.  This  might  sound 
like  sacrilege  after  I  have  told  you  what  I  was  trying  to  sell,  but  he  had 
a  German  Thaler- 1  kilo  puzzle  piece  which  was  a  round  that  had  a 
gold-plated  .999  AR  center  of  Christ  with  12  additional  puzzle  pieces 
of  the  12  Apostles  surrounding  it  in  -June999  AR.  I  tried  to  swap  my 
6  piece  Cayman  Islands-Coronation  Set  (KM42-47)  in  .500  AV  which 
is  approximately  1.09  AGW  and  a  $100  for  the  puzzle,  but  he  wouldn’t 
go  for  it.  Really  with  all  of  the  crap  I  have  going  on  right  now  with  my 
house’s  septic  and  roof,  I’m  better  off. 

Looking  forward  to  seeing  as  many  of  you  as  possible  in  Dal¬ 
ton.  I  made  my  reservations  today,  so  now  1  have  to  be  there! 

Until  next  time,  keep  collecting  that  silver  that  you  like  and  want.

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Manhattan  Beach 
Centennial  Medal  Released 

A  local  resident  designs  the  Manhattan  Beach  Centennial  Medal. 

At  the  April  centennial  carnival,  held  at  the  Manhattan  Village  Mall, 
Mayor  Nick  Tell,  dressed  in  traditional  early  1900s  attire,  used  the 
medal  to  reenact  the  legendary  coin  tlip  that  originally  named  the 
town. 

Two  landowners,  George  Peck  and  John  Merril,  couldn't  decide 
between  "Shore  Acres”  and  “Manhatten”  the  coin  toss  ultimately 
settled  the  dispute  and  “Manhattan”  prevailed.  "Beach”  was  added 
in  1927  to  help  distinguish  the  city  from  other  Manhattans  around 
the  country. 

James  Gill,  an  avid  coin  collector,  has  mixed  his  love  for  his 
hometown  with  his  passion  for  coins,  by  designing  a  medal  for  the 
city's  centennial. 

Featured  on  one  side  of  the  medal  is  a  self-shot  photograph  of  the 
Manhattan  Beach  pier,  the  other  side  includes  a  surfer,  volleyball 
player  and  seagull  enjoying  the  ocean. 

The  low-serial  numbered  1  Troy  Ounce,  .999  Fine  Silver  frosted 
proof-like  medallion  is  individually  serial  numbered  at  the  12  o'clock 
position  on  a  double-bar  reeded  edge  and  hallmarked  at  the  6 
o’clock  position,  packaged  in  a  Lucite  capsule  and  placed  in  a 
leatherette  presentation  case  with  certificate  of  authenticity'  from  the 
Northw  est  Territorial  Mint.
